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THis building is the headquarters of the National Society of Operative Printers 
and has a basement with a floor area of 5,000 square feet, ten feet deep 
below pavement level. Any penetration of water or dampness into this basement 
would have been disastrous for it houses a meeting hall and chambers for the 
heating and ventilating plant, as well as electrical pumps for the elevation of 
sewage. The sub-soil, of sandy-ballast, was found to be waterlogged and in 
view of this it was decided to form the concrete with cement waterproofed by the 
addition of ‘PUDLO’ Brand cement waterproofing powder.

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WAR ORGANISATION OF THE BUILDING 
INDUSTRY 


HE organisation of the building industry for war purposes is a matter of concern 
to every branch of its widespread membership, not less than to the nation 

and the manner in which the resources of the industry are organised, co-ordinated 
and directed is of vital national importance. Restriction of peace-time activities there 
must be, now that war has broken out, but it is obviously desirable that a responsible 
and organised industry should retain to the fullest measure its capacity for 


self-discipline. 


Some measure of co-ordination of activities is, of course, necessary in the interests 
of efficiency, but when services are already being properly performed by a particular 
industry or its associated interests, there is a good case for effective liaison rather 
than the setting up of an entirely new and overlapping organisation. 


There is the further and not less important aspect of the matter of control as 
it concerns the technical Press, whose main function during a time of urgent national 
crisis is that of a clearing-house of news, information and ideas relative to the im- 
mediate problems of the architectural profession and the constructional industry. 
It would be lamentable if the ability to discharge efficiently these highly important 
services were to be unreasonably curtailed by unnecessary bureaucratic interference, 
or if the established technical journals and other recognised media for the war-time 
dissemination of building news and information were to be supplanted by any 
improvised ad hoc organisation. 


The additional function of the technical Press, not only to publish news and 
information, but also to criticise and, if necessary, to warn against tendencies inimical 
to the general interests of the country and the industry, is one that would be jealously 
guarded should occasion arise, which we trust it will not. It is in times of great 
national stress such as the present that undesirable courses may be embarked upon 
through sheer lack of time to consider them properly. It has been well said by 
the President of the Institute of Journalists that ‘‘ in war time the Press, as a power- 
fully steadying influence, is an even greater asset than in times of peace. Its con- 
tinuance is essential to the preservation of the public moral.’’ We believe this to be 
true not only of the daily Press but of the technical Newspapers serving the building 
industry whose membership—distributed among architects, engineers, surveyors, 
contractors, operatives, materials manufacturers and the many ancillary trades— 


amounts to nearly two millions. 


We sincerely trust, therefore, that there may be no intention to interfere un- 
necessarily with the organisations and Press serving this large and vital section of 
the community.

Urban Concentration: The 
Economic Aspects. 

Dr. THomas Apams, F.R.I.B.A., Presi- 
dent of the Institute of Landscape 
Architects, dealing in the Economics 
Section of the recent British Associa- 
tion annual conference with economic 
aspects of urban concentration, said that 
the concentration of industry, economic 
activities and population need not mili- 
tate against social welfare. In many 
urban centres it had become excessive, 
however. Economic solutions resolved 
themselves largely into questions of 
{ransport and land prices. More re- 
search was needed to ascertain the best 
methods of reducing “friction of space”’ 
between producers and consumers of 
goods and services, and between places 
of residence and places of work and 
recreation. Town planning needed to 
he based more on the data of the econo- 
mical and less on consideration of senti- 
mental values. 


Design and Industries

Sandbag Walls: Quantities 
and Materials. 
An official statement announces that 
re word “‘sandbag”’ has led to the mis- 
neeption that sand is the only suitable 
terial for protective purposes. There 
ere several substances which may well 
used, and there are others which 
should be avoided. Coarse sand is better 
than fine sand. Materials described as 
cood for the purpose are ballast, blast 
furnace slack, broken stone, coarse and 
‘"y earth, gravel and shingle. For a 


sondbag wall 2 ft. thick at the top, and 
vith a front slope of four to one, the 
number of sandbags required per foot 
run to wall is roughly 30 for a wall 6 ft. 
high; 85 for a 7-ft. wall; 60 for a 10-ft. 
wall; and 85 for a 12-ft. wall. 


Where a 
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sandbag wall is being built to make a 
9-in. brick wall proof against bomb 
splinters, a reduction might be made of 
roughly one-third of the above number 
of sandbags per foot run required. A 
cubic yard of sand or earth will fill 
approximately 48 sandbags. A filling 
party should consist of three men—two 
holding and tying and one shovelling. 
Tying, however, is not necessary if the 
open end of the bag is correctly folded 
over. With three men filling and two 
men laying the bags it is possible to lay 
60 bags in one hour. 


Improvement Scheme: 
Great North Road. 

Tue Ministry of Transport recently 
announced that extensive improvement 
schemes, to be begun on the Great North 
Road in the next few months, will bring 
the total estimated cost of works in hand 
on the artery up to a figure exceeding 
£2,000,000, The schemes, including those 
already in progress, represent the first 
stage in the rebuilding of the Great North 
Road under the control of the Minister 
of Transport. They number altogether 
26, and on 14 of them work has already 
started. The result of these initial 
schemes will be to provide within a 
reasonable time some 50 miles of first- 
class road at those places where improve- 
ment is most urgently needed. In addi- 
tion, many weak links in the chain will 
be strengthened by the scrapping of 
obsolete bridges and the building of new 
ones. All the schemes now being carried 
out, or to begin soon, have been designed 
to fit in with the ultimate layout of the 
road. In general, so far as the route to 
Edinburgh is concerned, the Ministry of 
Transport aims at providing dual car- 
riageways, cycle tracks, and footpaths 
within an overall width of 120 ft., but 
some modification of this standard will 
probably be necessary on short lengths at 
the London end and in Scotland. 


L.C.C. Central School of Arts and 
Crafts: Principal Required. 

The London County Council announce 
that a Principal is required for the 
Central School of Arts and Crafts, South- 
ampton-row, W.C.1. The salary offered is 
£1,400 a year. In addition to high quali- 
fications as practical artist, the princi- 
pal must possess organising and admin- 
istrative ability. So far as is consistent 
with school duties, the principal is ex- 
pected to continue the practice of his art.

Canvassing disqualifies. 


Rating and Taxing Land Values: 
County Councils Association Support. 


The County Councils Association (ac- 
cording to the Parliamentary Land Values 
Group) have approved the principle of 
rating and taxing site values, in order that 
** financial pressure on ratepayers may be 
alleviated.” 

The Rating Committee of the Associa- 
tion recently discussed the suggestion of 
Middlesex and Essex County Councils 
that local authorities should press for a 
change in the law to secure “‘ some portion 
of the enhanced values and revenues 
created in consequence of public enterprise 
and expenditure.” 








Twice previously the Committee had 
turned down a similar proposal, but on 
this occasion it was approved and the 
Executive Council of the County Councils 
Association were recommended to take the 
matter up with the Ministry of Health. 


The Miners’ Welfare Fund: 
The Year’s Architecture. 

Tue Seventeenth Annual Report of the 
Miners’ Welfare Committee (Miners’ Wel- 
fare, 1938. H.M. Stationery Office, Is 6d.), 
which has just been published, is a record, 
illustrated by numerous photographs, of 
the work carried out by means of the 
Miners’ Welfare Fund to render fuller 
and happier the lives of the three or four 
million people who constitute the mining 
community. 

This Fund, which is a unique feature of 
the life of this country and one of which 
we may justifiably be proud, has remained 
too little known to the general public. 
Instituted by Act of Parliament in 1920, 
it derives its income from levies of $d. per 
ton on the output of coal and Is. in the £ 
on coal-mining royalties, and the sum of 
nearly £820,000 received in 1938 brought 
its total receipts to well over £17,500,000. 

One of the chief objects of expenditure 
is the provision of pithead baths for 
miners. During 19388 baths were com- 
pleted for a further 55,600 persons (a 
record advance for a single year), bring- 
ing the total of those for whom provision 
has been made to over 328,000. In addi- 
tion, 58 baths were under construction with 
accommodation for nearly 73,000 and yet 
more were being planned. Up to the end 
of 19388 nearly £5,453,000 had been ex- 
pended on such installations, and an ex- 
penditure of about £840,000 a year for the 
next five years is being planned. 

The architectural distinction of the baths 
buildings, which is well known to our 
readers, is well illustrated by photographs 
in the Report. The architectural work of 
the Committee, however, extends beyond 
the provision of baths, for a sum of nearly 
£5,620,000 has been spent on facilities for 
indoor and outdoor recreation, from the 
large recreation ground equipped for all 
sports and provided with a commodious 
pavilion, to the village football field, and 
the large miners’ “‘institute ’ with rooms 
for indoor games, cultural activities and a 
hall for dances and entertainments, to the 
modest hut which serves all social pur- 
poses in common. 


Poitiers Cathedral: 
Needless Destruction. 

A CORRESPONDENT writes: The great 
doorway of the Cathedral of Poitiers is 
gradually crumbling away owing to the 
open space in front of the cathedral being 
used by the schoolboys of Poitiers as a 
football ground. Every evening during 
the school session some kind of ball game 
is played there, and under the countless. 
impacts the ancient stonework is gradu- 
ally crumbling away. Sometimes the ball 
is wedged in the stonework above the 
door, and by now there is a collection of 
rubber balls of all colours and sizes. 
firmly wedged between the sculptured 
effigies representing the Last Judgment, 
above the main doorway of the cathedral. 
All efforts to stop this needless destruc- 
tion have so far proved vain. The muni- 
cipality and the police refuse to inter- 
fere, while the school authorities disclaim 
all responsibility for the children after 
school hours. Indignation will be shared 
by many at this lack of interest in the 
preservation of this noted cathedral. 











Upsala Cathedral: 
Plans for Preservation. 

Tue cathedral of Upsala, the primatial 
see of Sweden, has been found to be in a 
state of rapid decay according to a report 
in The Times, and elaborate preparations 
to save it are now being made. The main 
reason for the present plight of the cathe- 
dral is a restoration undertaken in the 
years 1885 to 1893, when concrete was 
widely used both for adding new orna- 
ments and for tightening the mortar joints 
in the brickwork. For reasons of economy, 
this was chosen instead of natural stone 
at a time when there was little experience 
concerning the properties of cement. 
While a Government-appointed committee 
in charge of the preservation of the cathe- 
dral is now busy with plans for a thorough 
conservation, it has been found that a 
number of provisional measures could 
not possibly wait until the plans are 
ready. Some 80 small finials have already 
been demolished, and about 40 pinnacles 
and some parapets are awaiting the same 
fate. According to an expert opinion 
these protective measures will have to be 
carried out within two years if the dam- 
age is not to be irreparable. 


Portland 
Stone. 

** PorTLAND . . . though less than four 
and a half square miles in area, is still 
possessed of enormous resources. In 
figures, these amount to something like 
eighty million tons of stone, and there are 
sixteen cubic feet to the ton. If the in- 
dustry is maintained at the 1930 peak 
production figure of 103,480 tons, there is 
a 500-year supply, allowing for necessary 
waste.” This statement is extracted from 
an article on ‘‘ Portland Stone,” by J. E. 
Mallory, in the September issue of “ The 
Geographical Magazine.” The article 
gives an extremely interesting account of 
the Isle of Portland (which, of course, is 
not an island but a promontory), record- 
ing that the oldest Portland stone building 
in existence is Rufus Castle, built about 
1080, and appropriately situated in Port- 
land overlooking Church Hope Cove. The 
methods of quarrying, cutting, dressing 
and handling the stone are described and 
illustrated by means of a number of in- 
teresting photographs. Views are given 
of some of the more famous London build- 
ings in Portland stone, which include St. 
Paul’s, The Horse Guards, Somerset 
House and London University.

Mr. Charles Ford Dawson, L.R.1.B.A. 

The death is announced of Mr. Charles 
Ford Dawson, Bristol City Estates sur- 
veyor and valuer for the last eleven years.

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PLANNING FOR AIR RAID PROTECTION 
SUMMARY OF TOWN PLANNING INSTITUTE MEMORANDUM 


Tue Town Planning Institute has re- 
cently issued a Report on “‘ Planning for 
Air Raid Protection,” and following is 
a summary of its contents :— 

The Civil Defence Act has had an im- 
portant effect on planning in that it has 
added the following to the objects of 
statutory planning schemes: “the object 
of rendering the whole or any part of the 
area to which the scheme applies less 
vulnerable to air raids.” 

A Committee of the Institute had for 
some time had the whole subject under 
consideration, and had issued an interim 
memorandum in which the main points of 
principle were set out. The passing of the 
Civil Defence Act has brought the subject 
within the scope of statutory planning, 
and the present memorandum restates the 
principles and indicates to what extent 
and how they ‘can be applied through the 
medium of planning schemes (including 
varying schemes and _ supplementary 
orders). 

The following are among the chief points 
of principle which are referred to:— 

(a) There is a considerable measure of 
agreement between the generally accepted 
principles of planning and those of A.R.P. 
inasmuch as large concentrations of 
population or industries and crowded 
development are bad from both points of 
view. 

(b) While the whole life of a civilised 
community should not and cannot be 
planned on a war basis, to-day that 
eventuality must be taken seriously into 
account. Consequently town and country 
planning should be directed to serve the 
requirements of a civilised and progres- 
sive community, but adapted with a view 
to minimising to the greatest possible ex- 
tent the dangers of attack from the air. 

(c) The fundamental principle governing 
air raid precautions in relation to town 
and country planning is dispersion. On 
the other hand, planning aims at grouped 
communities set in an unspoilt country- 
side where the industry of agriculture can 
be carried on without interruption. The 
two principles can be reconciled to a con- 
siderable extent if the groups are kept 
relatively small and have an open pattern. 

(d) As regards communication by road, 
the scheme to aim at is through routes 
clear of building development, but all 
centres of population should keep com- 
modious ways open giving easy access to 
the outside and connecting with these 
through routes. 

(e) The single family house at a density 
not exceeding 12 houses per acre is the 
best form of residential development. 
Large multi-family dwellings are generally 
undesirable. Where they cannot be 
avoided they should be spaced wide apart 
and provided with adequate air raid 
shelter accommodation. 

Interspersal of small parks, playing 
fields and allotments is sound planning 
and adds to safety. 

(f) While the wide dispersal of industry 
is desirable from the A.R.P. point of view, 
from the points of view of industry and 
planning a certain amount of grouping in 
relation to communications, homes of em- 
ployees, power services, raw materials, 
~~ and ancillary industries is essen- 
tial. 

Large concentrations of industry should 
be avoided, and in all cases they should 
be well separated from residential areas by 
a belt of open space. Industrial areas and 
warehouse areas should be laid out on 





spacious lines so that buildings can 4e 
spaced wide apart. A spacious form of 
layout will minimise the risk of direct 
hits, will provide fire breaks, and will 
afford facilities for the digging of shelter 
trenches for the employees. 

The relation between home and place 
of work is of considerable importance as 
ease and comfort of communication are 
desirable both in peace and war. A reia- 
tively close relationship separated only by 
a buffer of park affords an ideal solution 
as it should meet the needs of conveni- 
ence, safety, recreation and amenity. 


(g) Ribbon building along a main road, 
railway, river or canal is undesirable from 
the planning point of view, inter alia, 
because it tends both to block and reduce 
accessibility to these main lines of com- 
munication. Also such lines make easily 
distinguishable marks from the air. 
Development in small groups related to 
but not lining such routes is, therefore, to 
be preferred. 

(hk) Most large towns require planned 
reconstruction because of congestion of 
traffic, slum and semi-derelict areas, eic. 
Such replanning should give opportunity 
to provide more elbowroom at the centres, 
and when areas are cleared careful con- 
sideration should be given to the question 
as to whether they should not in future 
be devoted to some open space use such 
as a car park, town park, or children’s 
playground. 

All possible steps should also be taken 
to avoid peripheral growth, Provision 
should be made to move both works and 
employees to planned satellite towns 
divided from the main town and from each 
other by belts of open land. 

Having enunciated the general prin- 
ciples, the report goes on to indicate how 
the Model Clauses for use in the prepara- 
tion of schemes issued by the Ministry of 
Health should be amended in order to im- 
plement these principles. 

In general the form of the clauses is 
found to be adequate. The following are 
the principal proposed amendments :— 

(i.) Application of the clauses relating 
to reservation of lands in order to provide 
adequate buffers of open space between 
industrial and residential areas. 

(ii.) The clauses relating to siting of 
buildings, space about buildings, height, 
coverage, and breaks in buildings should 
be applied to industrial zones. 

(iii) The siting of “vulnerability to air 
raids ” as a consideration to be taken into 
account when zoning permissions are in 
question relative to use, height, coveraze, 
etc. 

(iv.) Reduction of permissible cover:ge 
by blocks of flats and industrial and other 
buildings. 

(v.) An increase in the minimum <dis- 
tance between buildings in accordance 
with the dimensions given in A.R.P. 
Handbook No. 9 which take into account 
the danger of blockage by falling debris 
and the necessity for fire breaks. 

(vi.) Height to be governed by an angle 
of 45 deg. from the centre of the street 
and by a maximum overall height. 

(vii.) The memorandum concludes with 
a reference to the clause relating to the 
preservation of trees, with a reminder as 
to the value of trees as a screen irom 
observation from the air.

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LIGHT-LOCKS FOR SHOP ENTRANCES 


A BRITISH STANDARD 
SPECIFICATION 


Tue following Standard (BS/ARP15) 
has been prepared under the egis of a 
Joirt Committee of the Illuminating En- 
gin-cring Society and the Home Office 
(A..P. Department) by a Sub-commit- 
tee of the Society. It forms one of a 
series of specifications issued by the 
B.S.f. at the request of the Air Raid 
Precautions Department of the Home 
Office. 

1. Scorpe.—This Specification prescribes the 
esseniial features of the design and installa- 
tion of ‘‘ light-locks,’’ which term is used to 
define a means whereby persons may enter 
or leave shop premises during periods when 
all outdoor lighting is diminished to a mini- 
mum and when no visible light must emerge 
from the interior of the shop. 

2. ESSENTIAL FEATURES OF JZGHT-LOCK.— 
The light-lock consists essentially of a passage 
having dark walls and ceiling and with two 
right-angle turns, one of which opens on to

the street and the other on to the interior of 
the shop, as shown in Fig. 1. . 

If a denotes the width of the passage, then 
the length of the complete outer wall shall 
not be less than 3a and the length of the other 
walls not less than 2a, thus giving a. central 
overlap equal to a, which will ensure that no 
direct ray of light from the interior of the shop 
can penetrate further than the end of the pas- 
sage entered from the street. The width of the 
passage will naturally depend on the purpose 
served and the space available, but it should 
m no circumstance be less than 2 ft. 3 in. 

5. TREATMENT oF INTERIOR or Locx.—The 
walls and ceiling of the light-lock shall be 
painted a dull black. For the guidance of 
adults, a white line 2 in. wide shall be drawn 
horizontally and continuously along the walls 
at a height of 3 ft. 6in., and a similar line 
shall be drawn, for the guidance of children, 
at a height of 2ft. 6in. The floor may be 
in any dark material which does not take a 
polish. The walls shall extend completely up 
to the ceiling; or, if the ceiling is blackened 
throughout, they need not be so continued, 
but shall in. no case be less than 7 ft. in 
height. Where a step-down occurs at the 
entrance of the shop its edge shall be painted 
a dead white and a cautionary notice, also 
in white, shall be stencilled on the floor just 
Inside the entrance. 

4. Provision or ArtiriciaL LicHT WITHIN 
Licht-Lock.—In the interests of safety and 
with a view to eliminating possible nuisances, 
subdued lighting within the lock is desirable. 

nder expert supervision this may be afforded 
by m axing an aperture, covered by translucent 
material, in the wall at a point approximately 
midway between the two entrances so that 
subdued light may penetrate from the interior. 

n general, however, in order that the degree 
of lighting may be under control, an approved

lighting device within the light-lock is pre- 
ferable. This may consist of a unit of the 
type recommended for low-intensity illumina- 
tion (0.02 foot-candles) in Specification 
BS/ARP 20, comprising a 15-watt electric 
lamp ir. its appropriate shield, or the equiva- 
lent for gas, which should be mounted on the

Racking J 


glass or Cellophane, the whole not to transmit 
more than 10 per cent. of the light impinging 
upon it. It should be situated in the passage 
wall facing the main entrance to the shop. 

5. Mareriats ror Parttrions.—Partitions 
may be made of materials such as plywood or 
fibrewood, which may with advantage be sub- 
jected to some fireproofing process. If so 
processed, the dead black coating shall be 
applied after the fireproofing treatment has 
been carried out. 

6. Fotpznc Doors AnD Partitions, SPECIAL 
Exits.—Partitions may be prepared in hinged 
sections, such as can quickly be erected in an 
emergency. Shop-doors should be capable of 
being folded back against the wall, and 
special emergency exits should be fitted to all

light-locks, enabling a free exit in case of 
panic to be provided. All emergency doors 
shall be light-tight. 

7. GRaDaTion or Licut IN THE VICINITY OF 
Licut-Locks.—With a view to diminishing 
the entry of strong light into the lock, sources 
of light in the immediate vicinity of the 
entrance to the interior of the shop should 
be shielded. Some diminution in the intensity 
of the light in this vicinity is also expedient 
with a view to lessening the contrast between 
the bright interior lighting and the very sub- 
dued brightness within the lock, and thus 
aiding the adaptation of the eyes of customers 
to these diverse conditions. 

8. AppLicaTION TO Various PREMISES.— 
The diagrams in Figs. 2 to 4 illustrate typical 
applications of light-locks to shop entrances.

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EMERGENCY INQUIRY BUREAU

Such measures include the Civil Defence Act ; the Emergency Powers 
(Defence) Regulations; the Rent and Mortgage Interest Restrictions Act; 
the Landlord and Tenant (War Damage) Act (which modifies rights and 
liabilities of landlords, tenants etc., interested in land damaged by war) ; the 
Housing (Emergency Powers) Act and the Essential Buildings and Plant 
(Repair of War Damage) Act (which provide for the repair of houses, repair 
of essential buildings, and reinstazement of the plant of undertakings carried 
on for such purposes where such buildings or plant are damaged by war). 
We have therefore arranged a special staff of contributors who will answer 
questions on legal, constructional or other points arising out of these Acts. 
Questions, which should be written, should be accompanied by stamped 
and addressed envelopes.—Editor, The Builder. 


A.R.P. Work: Notice to District Surveyor. 


Sir,—Is it necessary to give notice to 
the District Surveyor in connection with 
A.R.P. work in existing buildings when 
the Home Office has approved the scheme 
as satisfying the requirements under the 
Civil Defence Act? CONTRACTOR. 


Notice of every addition or alteration 
to a building must be given to the Dis- 
trict Surveyor, and his fees must be paid. 
Only necessary repairs not affecting the 
construction of any external or party 
walls are excepted from these provisions. 
The fact that the Home Office has 
approved the scheme as satisfying the 
requirements under the Civil Defence 
Act does not affect this ruling. 


Factory and Commercial Building. 


S1ir,—What is the difference between a 
factory and a commercial building under 
the Civil Defence Act, 1939. Js Be: 


Under section 151 of the Factories Act, 
1937, generally a factory means any 
premises in which persons are employed 
in manual labour in the process of the 
making of articles or parts of them; or 
altering, repairing, ornamenting, finish- 
ing, cleaning, washing, breaking up or 
adapting articles for sale. Whereas a 
commercial building, under section 89 of 
the Civil Defence Act, 1939, means a 
building in which more than fifty persons 
work. But no building which forms part 
of any factory premises or mine is 
deemed to be a commercial building. 
And generally a school, college, univer- 
sity, hotel, restaurant, club, place of 
public entertainment or amusement, 
hospital or nursing home, or a building 
wholly occupied by public utility under- 
takers, or any residential part of a build- 
ing provided with a separate means of 
normal egress from such building, are 
not affected by the provisions in the Act 
relating to commercial buildings. 


Air Raid Shelters in Factories, etc. 


Sir,—Is there any limit fixed to the 
number of persons to be provided for in 
an air-raid shelter provided for persons 
working in factories, mines and commer- 


cial buildings ? R. W. S. 


The memorandum in the Revised code 
‘** Air-Raid Shelters for Persons working 
in Factories, Mines and Commercial 
Buildings,” published in August, 1939, 
states that all shelters should be limited 
to parties of not more than 50 persons. 
The maximum number in any party is 
limited to 200, and when parties of more 
than 50 persons must be accommodated, 
strong dividing walls should be provided, 
and no provision is to be made therein 


for openings, though temporary openings 
may be left for peace-time convenience, 
subject to materials to fill such. openings 
being kept available on the site. 

The distance between shelters should 
not be less than 25 ft. in any directiou, 
and 40 to 50-ft. spacing is preferable when 
spacing permits. 


Taking Possession of Land. 
Str,—What powers exist as to the rigiit 
to work on land and the taking posses- 
sion of land? F. N. 


Under Regulations 50 and 51 of the 
Defence Regulations, 1939, any member 
of His Majesty’s forces acting in the 
course of his duty as such, and any 
person authorised by a competent autho- 
rity may in general do any work on any 
land or place anything in, on, or over 
land. In the interests of the public 
safety, the defence of the realm, etc., such 
authority may take possession of any 
land, and may give such directions as 
appear necessary or expedient in connec- 
tion with the taking possession of the 
land. 


Air-Raid Shelters in Flats. 
Sir,—Is it incumbent on owners of 
blocks of flats to make shelter provision 
for their tenants, and, if so, does such 
provision have the effect of increasing 
valuation for rating ? W. D. B. 


Section 30 of the Civil Defence Act, 
1939, states that the owner of any bui!d- 
ing or block of buildings wholly or 
mainly used for residential purposes and 
let out in separate parts shall, if required 
by more than one half in number of the 
occupiers of the separate parts of the 
building or block, and in any other cise 
may, prepare a scheme for providing :ir- 
raid shelter in or near the building or 
block for the persons living and working 
in the building or block. The cost is 
recoverable from the tenants in the form 
of rent in the manner prescribed under 
Section 30, paragraph 6, of the Act. 

It is provided that any building or 
block of buildings owned by any local 
authority is excluded as well as building 
or block of buildings in which the m2jo- 
rity of the occupiers fall within the par- 
ticular classes of persons who are pro- 
vided by the Government with free 
materials for air-raid shelter. 

In regard to the second part of ihe 
question, Section 1 of the Rating and 
Valuation (Air-Raid Works) Act, 1938, 
lays down that in ascertaining the vzlue 
for rating purposes of a hereditament 
under the principal Act, no regard sall 
be had to any increase in the rent there- 
of attributable to air-raid shelter. 
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WAR DAMAGE 


Mr. Watter Exttiot, Minister of Health, 
is about to issue a circular to local 
authorities informing them of certain 
steps which the Government propose to 
take to ensure that if an emergency arose 
buildings whose maintenance is essential 
shall be kept in being in sufficient num- 
ber. The circular does not deal with 
housing accommodation—that was dealt 
with separately in a circular (referred to 
in our issue of August 25%). : 

The arrangements set out in the circu- 
lar will apply to buildings which in the 
opinion of the appropriate Minister a) 
are essential to the welfare of the civil 
population, (b) have become wholly or 
partly incapable of use by reason of war 
damage, (c) can be repaired at a reason- 
able cost, and (d) whose repair 1s essen- 
tial owing to the lack of similar buildings 
available. The appropriate Minister 
will be, in relation to any building or 
undertaking, the Minister in charge of 
the Government Department concerned 
with the purposes for which the building 
is used or the undertaking carried on and 
in an appendix to the circular some 
examples are given, €.9., Ministry of 
Health for hospitals, Board of Trade for 
gasworks. 

Loans for Repairs to Buildings. 

The buildings are divided into three 
categories : (a) Buildings owned or occu- 
pied by local authorities (e.g., hospitals, 
first-aid posts, schools); (b) buildings of 
the same class as at (a) but in private 
ownership; (c) buildings not directly 
connected with the normal activities of 
a local authority (e.g., bakeries). 

As regards class (a) the appropriate 
Minister may direct repairs to be carried 
out, lending the necessary money for the 
purpose; as regards class (b), if the 
owner is willing but financially unable 
to have repairs done, the appropriate 
Minister may require the housing author- 
ity either to lend the money or to do the 
repairs; as regards class (c), if the 
owner is willing but financially unable to 
have repairs done, either the housing 
authority or the appropriate Minister 
may lend the necessary money. 

Any loans made either by the housing 
authority or a Minister, and any expenses 
incurred by a local authority in carrying 
out repairs to property not belonging to 
them will remain as registered charges 
on the property, and no demand for re- 
payment will be made until after the 
emergency. 


Loans for Reinstatement of Plant. 

The appropriate Minister may lend 
money for the reinstatement of plant 
when conditions, similar to those speci- 
fied in the case of loans for buildings, 
are satisfied. 


Conditions Attaching to Loans. 

As regards buildings they provide for 
no repayment of capital or payment of 
interest during the emergency. As _ re- 
gards plant, the loans will be secured on 
the rates in the case of local authorities, 
by a debenture in the case of a company, 
and in other cases by a floating charge 
under special conditions to be laid down. 
Carrying Out of Repairs. 

The circular states that there is not 
likely to be any shortage of normal build- 





*Under those arrangements the responsibilities 
resting already on local authorities in regvard to 
working-class housing are extended to _ include 
houses and other buildings which are used or re- 
quired for the accommodation of the general 
public. 


ing materials for purposes of repair, but 
that certain materials required for tem- 
porary repairs, e.g., corrugated iron 
sheets, asbestos sheets, roofing felt, etc., 
may be in great demand, and that ac- 
cordingly the Goverment are taking steps 
to see that supplies will be available to 
meet any such demand. In particular 
the Government are themselves purchas- 
ing stocks of such materials, and are set- 
ting up stores in a number of selected 
places throughout the country. If local 
authorities or others requiring materials 
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for temporary repairs cannot obtain them 
through the ordinary channels, these 
stores will be available. 

Although the circular is addressed ‘o 
local authorities it will be seen that it is 
also of vital interest to public utili‘y 
undertakings, firms and private indivi- 
duals who are running essential buildin-s 
and industries. It outlines the conci- 
tions under which such people may o>. 
tain money when necessary to resto:e 
damaged undertakings. The circular a!:o 
intimates that the Government anticipa ¢ 
that many such undertakings will the:.- 
selves lay in small stores of materials jr 
carrying out emergency repairs. 


OFFICIAL NOTIFICATIONS 


CONTROL OF TIMBER SUPPLIES. 

In pursuance of Orders made under the 
Defence Regulations, the Minister of Supply 
announces that he has undertaken the control 
of supplies of timber, and that such control 
will be exercised by a Department of the 
Ministry entitled the ‘‘ Timber Control.”’ 

The control will be introduced in two stages. 
The first stage is not expected to last more 
than a few days, during which time the 
organisation of the Control will be set up. 
The Orders relating to this stage are the 
following :— 

(a) The Order relating to growing trees 
directs that no person shall sell growing 
trees for felling in excess of 1,000 cub. ft. 
during the currency of the Order. 

(b) The Order relating to timber prohibits the 
sale or purchase of timber for consump- 
tion with the following exceptions :— 

(i) Timber required by Government Depart- 
ments in accordance with any general 
or special directions issued by the 
Minister of Supply. 

(ii) Timber required by a public or other 
authority responsible under the Civil 
Defence Act for the protection of per- 
sons and property (e.g., for A.R.P. 
purposes). 

(iii) Sales for consumption up to a maximum 
of 10 per cent. of stock in the hands 
of merchants, or coming into their 
possession during the currency of the 
Order, of each of the following 
timbers: Ash, mahogany, walnut, 
lignum vite, silver spruce, all other 
kinds of timber taken together. 

(iv) Individual sales not exceeding 100 
cub. ft. of constructional timber falling 
within ‘the category ‘‘ All other kinds 
of timber taken together ’’ where such 
timber is required for the protection of 
the purchaser or the members of his 
household (e.g., for A.R.P. purposes), 
or for effecting the essential repairs to 
premises in the ownership or possession 
of the purchaser. 

Transactions between dealers in timber in 
the ordinary course of their businesses (e.g., 
sales by importers to inland merchants), as 
distinct from sales for consumption, are not 
subject to restriction as regards quantity, but 
all sales and purchases of timber, whether 
between dealers or for consumption, must be 
made within the maximum prices which are 
set out in the schedule to the Order. Such 
prices will not be raised in favour of holders 
of stocks of timber at the time of the Order 
or in respect of stocks coming into their 
possession during the currency of the Order. 

The Timber Order further provides that the 
Minister of Supply may call for such returns 
as may be required from time to time as to 
stocks of timber in the possession of stock- 
holders, whether in the United Kingdom or 
elsewhere, and to require the keeping of such 
records as may be prescribed of all trans- 
actions relating to the acquisition or disposal 
of timber, and to produce for inspection when 
required all such records, books and docu- 
ments relating to such transactions. 

** Timber ”’ is defined by the Order as mean- 
ing ‘‘ Wood or timber of any kind which is not 
further prepared than hewn, sawn, planed, 
dressed, tongued, grooved and matched, and 








includes plywood and the articles commoi:ly 
known in the timber trade as laminboard, 
blockboard and battenboard, but does not 
include boxboards.”’ 

As soon as the Control organisation has been 
set up, the second stage of control will be 
introduced by the issue of two further Orde’s. 
One of these Orders will rescind the temporary 
limitation on ‘the sale of growing trees for fell- 
ing contained in the first Growing Trees 


-Order, and will substitute therefor a system of 


licences in respect of the sale and felling of 
growing trees. The other Order will rescind 
those parts of the first Timber Order relating 
to the prohibition of sales into consumption, 
and will substitute therefor a system of con- 
sumers’ licences which in the case of all tim- 
ber other than pitprops and other mining tim- 
ber will be obtainable from the local Timber 
Control Area Officers, and in the case of pit- 
props and other mining timber will be obtain- 
able from the local Timber Control Pitwood 
District Officers. 

Further Orders will be issued as necessary, 
and while every effort will be made to ensiire 
adequate publicity, members of the timber 
trades and all consumers of timber are urged 
in their own interests to keep abreast of 
developments in the Control, ¢.g., by keeping 
in touch with their respective Associations, 
watching the Trade Press, etc. 

Attention is drawn to the fact that export 
of timber, as defined above, and boxboards is 
being prohibited, except under licence from 
the Export Licensing Department of the 
Board of Trade.

As soo as 
they are ready the forms will be sent divect 
to all those firms who are members of the 
Timber Trades Federation, but as there are 
many firms holding stocks greater than the 
quantities mentioned above who are not mem- 
bers of the Federation, the publicity of your 
columns will be appreciated in making krown 
to such firms the obligation imposed upon 
them to apply for the forms and to declare 
their stocks. The forms, when comp!:ted, 
must be sent to the Area Officers of the {im- 
ber Control, according to where the s‘ocks 
are lying, and I, therefore, append a list 
of these Area Officers and the districts for 
which they are responsible so that siock- 
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holders may know to whom they have tv 
apply. 

The forms will provide for the declaration 
o: each class of goods separately, and to 
a-oid sending them out unnecessarily it will 
be helpful if firms will mention to the Area 
Officer which set of forms they require. 
S.ockholders not declaring their stocks as re- 
q.ired above are liable to heavy penalties, 
aod your co-operation in making known the 
machinery which is being set up for col- 
lecting the information will be appreciated.

| icences are required to acquire iron and steel 
coods and certain raw materials, but provision 
‘< made for exemption, by notice, from the 
necessity to obtain a licence in favour of cer- 
tvin classes of purchasers and/or certain pur- 
poses. A notice is being issued concurrently 
vith the Order providing for the exemption of 
e main classes of first priority users, mainly 
(overnment Departments, and purchasers 
requiring goods for civil defence purposes and 
) ilway, shipbuilding and coal-mining under- 
t-kings. Goods forming the subject of exist- 
ing contracts are also exempt from licensing 
lat may be subject to certain priorities. All 
purchasers of small quantities of goods (not 
e- ceeding 10 cw%.) and purchasers from stock- 
holding merchants (during a period of 14 days 
m the date of the Order) are also exempt 
m licensing. No licences are required for 
aling in scrap iron and steel. 

Maximum prices are established for the 
p’incipal iron and steel products. Prices are 
g ven in the second schedule to the Order, and 

» basis prices only, extras, rebates, etc.. 
being in accordance with the scales of 
‘extra’? at present ruling. The prices 
s heduled are ‘those current in the industry, 
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and it is contemplated that they will remain 
unchanged until October 31.

EMERGENCY ORGANISATION OF ROAD 
TRANSPORT. 


The Secretary to the Ministry of Transport 
makes the following announcement :— 

Operators of goods vehicles licensed under 
“A,” “B” or “‘C”’ licences under the Road 
and Rail Traffic Act, 1933, who have not regis- 
tered their vehicles in the emergency index, 
or have not joined groups, are advised in their 
own interests to do so at once. They can still 
put this right by applying either to Regional 
or District Offices of the Ministry of Trans- 
port. If fuel rationing becomes necessary, it 
will not be possible for operators to obtain 
fuel for vehicles not registered in the emer- 
gency index. Owners of ungrouped vehicles 
(except vehicles specially exempted from 
grouping) will inevitably be placed at a dis- 
advantage in operating their vehicles, and 
cannot expect the same consideration in 
matters affecting the operation of their 
vehicles as those who form part of the emer- 
gency organisation. 


VEHICLES FOR TRADE AND BUSINESS. 


The Minister of Transport has made Orders 
under the Emergency Powers (Defence) Act 
which will have the following effect : (1) To 
allow any vehicle specified in a current ‘‘ A,”’ 
‘““B” or ‘‘C ” carrier’s licence to be used for 
carriage of all classes of goods for hire or 
reward; (2) to enable the Regional Transport 
Commissioners to issue (at fees based on 
present ‘“‘ A,” “‘B’’ and ‘‘C”’ fees) ‘‘ cer- 
tificates ’’ for use in the case of vehicles for 
which an ‘‘ A,”’ ““B”’ or ‘‘C”’ licence has 
expired or has not yet been obtained; (3) to 
enable the Regional Transport Commissioners 
to authorise new (bus and coach) road ser- 
vices or to modify existing licences for such 
services (fees are payable in some cases) ; (4) 
to issue “‘ permits ’’ in lieu of ‘‘ vocational ”’ 
licences for drivers of public service vehicles 
and heavy goods vehicles. 


USE OF GOODS VEHICLES FOR DEFENCE. 


The Secretary to the Ministry of Transport 
makes the following announcement :— 

The Minister has now made the Road and 
Rail Traffic Act (Exemption) (Amendment) 


Provisional Regulations, 1939, which exempt ° 


from the licensing provisions of that Act (i) 
the use for manning of any war stations in 
anticipation of enemy attack and the mobilisa- 
tion of ‘the fighting services, of any vehicle 
hired by naval, military or air _ force 
authorities for naval, military or air force 
purposes; and (ii) the use of any vehicle by 
a local authority in discharge of their civil 
defence functions. 


COPPER, LEAD AND ZINC PRICES. 


The prices of the following goods were 
brought under control on Monday by orders 
from Government departments: Paper, silk 
and rayon, copper, lead, zinc. 

Cold-storage plants have also been put 
under control. 


PLANNING LAND FOR 
CULTIVATION 


PRIMARY STEP TOWARDS NUTRITION. 


THE importance of the more extensive cul- 
tivation of available ground as a primary 
step towards a higher degree of nutrition 
among the people of this country was stressed 
by Miss J. F. Adburgham, L.R.I.B.A., 
A.M.T.P.I., at a recent meeting of the 
School of Planning and Research for 
National Development. 

Miss Adburgham, who was taking part in 
a discussion on ‘“‘ Nutrition,’ said: ‘I 
should like to suggest that we cannot have 
nutrition on a universal scale unless we culti- 


vate the ground more intensively. From a 
planning point of view at the present time, 
not nearly sufficient attention is given to the 
question of allocating land for agricultural 
purposes. Most of the really productive land 
in the London area which lies in the direc- 
tion of Staines has been covered with a 
welter of third-rate housing development, in 
which I presume the people are under- 
nourished not only for food but for ameni- 
ties and even perhaps for light and air.” 
The speaker went on to say: ‘‘On another 
point nutrition and planning are closely con- 
nected, and that is in the field of transport. 
It has been mentioned that the markets for 
food in London are hopelessly out of date. 
There has been great excitement and much 
correspondence on the question of how to 
reorganise the marketing system, and always 
it comes back to this, that you cannot easily 
do away with Covent Garden. I suppose, 
from a practical point of view, Covent 
Garden is in a very congested area, but food- 
stuff has to come in from all parts of the 
country, and it must culminate somewhere 
in Central London.”’ 


THE SCHOOLS 


LIVERPOOL SCHOOL OF ARCHITECTURE. 


The prospectus of the Liverpool School of 
Architecture, together with an appendix 
description of the Department of Civic De- 
sign for the Session 1939-40 has recently been 
published. The courses of study available at 
the school are: (1) For Degree of B.Arch.; 
(2) For Degree of M.Arch.; (3) For Degree 
of M.A. (School of Architecture); (4) For 
Diploma in Architecture; (5) For Certificate 
in Architectural Design. ‘There are also a 
number of scholarships and prizes awarded by 
outside bodies which are open to students of 
the school. 

The next session commences on October 3. 


WESTMINSTER TECHNICAL INSTITUTE. 


The 1939-40 session of the Westminster 
Technical Institute, Vincent-square, S.W.1, 
commences on September 25. Prospective 
students should enrol during the week com- 
mencing September 18, when the Principal, 
Dr. J. Long, D.Sc.Eng., M.I.Mech.E., 
and the staff will be in attendance from 6.30 
to 8.30 p.m. to advise students as to their 
courses of study. 

Group-courses have been arranged to pro- 
vide students in the offices of architects, 
building and quantity surveyors, valuers, etc., 
with systematic courses of study. The group- 
courses fully cover the requirements of the 
R.I.B.A., the Chartered Surveyors’ Institu- 
tion, the Institute of Builders, the Institution 
of Municipal and County Engineers, the 
Auctioneers’ and Estate Agents’ Institute, and 
the Incorporated Society of Auctioneers and 
Landed Property Agents. 

Further details and particulars of the 
courses available and the fees are given in 
the recently published prospectus for the 
1939-40 session. 


International Congress of Architects. 

The R.I.B.A. announces that at the re- 
quest of His Majesty’s Government the 
delegates appointed to attend the Inter- 
national Congress at Washington as repre- 
sentatives of the British Government will 
not proceed to Washington. 


Glastonbury Tor: Presentation Effort. 

AN effort is to be made to raise about 
£2,000 to secure the land on the lower part 
of Glastonbury Tor to prevent its use for 
building. The higher slopes of the famous 
Tor are already under the protection of the 
National Trust, having been purchased 
by public subscription, and it is hoped 
that the lower slopes will be now acquired 
so that the beauty of the Tor will be pre- 
served unimpaired. Towards the £2,000 
needed an anonymous donor has pro- 
mised £200.

TaE Burslem Joint Clinic was designed for the City 
Council of Stoke-on-Trent to provide jointly school 
medical and the ante-natal and child welfare services. 
It serves an area of approximately one-fifth of the 
city, and provides for school children examination 
and treatment facilities for minor ailments, medical 
and dental services, orthopedic services, ultra-violet 
ray treatment, speech defect treatment, and mental 
welfare treatment, including child guidance. 

The waiting hall is divided by a folding partition 
to form two waiting halls, when both clinics are in 
operation, but is available as a larger room for 
lecture purposes on the health side. The canteen 
arrangements also serve this side of the clinic. 
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The central office contains records and _ super- 
vision of both clinics, providing therefore a complete 
record of the child from earliest days right through 
school life. 

PLAN: The building has been planned on a very 
restricted site badly affected by mining subsidence, 
and it has therefore been necessary to design the 
building on the unit methcd, with very stiff 
reinforced concrete construction. This has been 


carried out with deep foundation beams heavily re- 
inforced, and the building is split up into individual 
units, with a 2-in. unit gap covered with a copper strip 
in the form of a U, to permit of movement so that the 
whole building is articulated. For this part of the work, 
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VIEW OF BACK ELEVATION, 


Messrs. Christiani and Nielsen, Ltd., acted as re- 
inforced concrete consultants. 

The sloping nature of the site enabled the planning 
of a lower ground floor housing the staff rooms and 
toddlers’ room and kitchen as well as the heating 
basement. 

THE ExtTERNAL TREATMENT is in sand-faced local 
bricks, with the concrete faces finished off with wrot 
sheeting. Here the concrete frames formed mullions for 
the windows, giving amaximum of light. With regard 
to internal treatments, all the rooms are plastered, 
and tiled dadoes are provided in the lavatories. The 
floors generally in the treatment rooms are a heavy 
“ Battleship ’’ quality linoleum, with tiled floors in 
the lavatories. 

The heating is by Crittall patent embedded ceiling 
panel heating, the system being heated by a gas-fired 
boiler. 

This work was carried out in two contracts, the 
main contractors for the reinforced concrete frame- 
work being Messrs. Naylor & Nutt, Station-road, 
Tunstall, and the main contractor for the brickwork 
and finishings Mr. J. W. Walton, Meadow-road, 
Kidsgrove, with the following sub-contractors :

THE GARDEN FRONT. 


THE house illustrated is that of 
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the chief medical officer at Botleys 
Park Colony for Mental Defectives, 
Chertsey, for the Surrey County 
Council. This scheme was _ illus- 
trated in The Builder for July 21 
last. The materials of the house con- 
form to the general scheme of the 
Colony buildings; the walls are in 
sand-faced multi-coloured _ bricks, 
roofs being covered with sand-faced 
flat tiles. Windows are of the sash 
type. 

Accommodation on the ground 
floor comprises study, sitting-room, 
dining-room and maid’s room, be- 
sides a lavatory and cloak-room and 
a spacious hall. Upstairs are five 
bedrooms, bathroom and ample 
store cupboards. The kitchen en- 
trance is approached from a yard 
which links the garage to the house. 
The sitting-room and dining-room 
have access by french windows to

THIS is a rebuilding of a very old house 
for Messrs. W. J. Rogers, Ltd., of Bristol 
(now amalgamated with Messrs. H. and G. 
Simonds, Ltd., of Reading). 

The site fronts on a busy street, and 
there is public access at the rear from a 
secondary street. The front was set back 
to conform with an improvement line. The 
ground floor is arranged to give adequate 
supervision of all licensed rooms with a 
minimum staff during quiet periods, and 
sufficient counter space to give quick ser- 
vice at rush hours. The licensee’s living 
quarters are on the first and second floors 
and are shut off from the licensed rooms 
by one door. The domestic staff has 
access from the living quarters to the 
street during closing hours without pass- 
ing through any of the licensed rooms, 
which can be kept locked by the licensee. 

The front of the building is faced with 
glazed terra-cotta and rustic brickwork 
and jointed in tinted white cement. The 
floors to the public and lounge bars are 
of birch strips on joists, and to the smoke 
room of jarrah blocks on suspended con- 
crete over the cellar, reinforced with 
“* Self-Sentering’’ and rods. The corri- 
dor is paved with heather-brown quarries 
laid square with wide joints, and has a 
coved tile skirting. The floors behind the 
counters are of concrete, finished with red 
asphalt, as this material is found to be 
unaffected by spilt beer. The fittings are 
of oak and oak-faced plywood. 

The general contractors were Messrs.

STANDARD FORM OF 
BUILDING CONTRACT—X

CuausE 21 (Nominated Sub-Contractors).— 
This clause replaces, with changes in drafting, 
Clause 15 (Sub-contractors) of the 1931 Form, 
while Sub-clause (f) reproduces, with slight 
alterations noted below, Sub-clause (d) of 
Clause 24 of the 1931 Form. 

The Clause provides that if prime cost or 
provisional sums are included in the bills of 
quantities [or the specification in the Form 
where bills of quantities do not form part of 
the contract], for persons to be nominated or 
selected by the architect to supply and fix 
materials or execute work on the site, (a) these 
sums are deemed to include 24 per cent. cash 
discount. They must be expended in favour 
of such persons and as directed by the archi- 
tect, and specialists so directed or nominated 
by the architect are to be sub-contractors em- 
ployed by the contractor and to be referred 
to as ‘‘nominated sub-contractors.’’ No 
nominated sub-contractor is to be employed 
upon the works against whom the contractor 
makes reasonable objection or (unless the 
architect and contractor otherwise agree), will 
not enter inte a sub-contract in which (1) the 
nominated sub-contractor indemnifies the con- 
tractor against the same obligations in the 
sub-contract, as those assumed by the ccn- 
tractor under the contract [as in Clause 15 
(2) (1) of the 1931 Form] ; (2) the nominated 
sub-contractor must indemnify the contractor 
against claims in respect of the sub-contrac- 
tor’s negligence, misuse of scaffolding or plant, 
or claims under the Worxmen’s Compensation 
Acts or Employers’ Liability Acts. The 
nominated sub-contractor must also insure 
against liability under these Acts [1931 Form, 
Clause 15 (a) (2)]. (3) The sub-contract is 
also to provide that payment for sub-contract 
work, materials or goods is not to be due until 
the contractor has received the architect’s 
certificate under Clause 24, and when due 
is to be subject to a cash discount of 24 per 
cent. (4) The architect or his representative 
is to have access to the workshops and other 
places of the nominated sub-contractor as pro- 
vided for in Clause 7 [see Article IIT). 

The clause further provides (in sub-clause 
(})) that the sums directed by the architect 
(in his certificate) to be paid to the nominated 
sub-contractor are to be paid within 14 days 
of the receipt of the architect’s certificate, and 
to be less (i) any retention money and (ii) a 
cash discount of 24 per cent. 

By Sub-clause (c) (reproducing Clause 15 (b) 
of the 1931 Form), before any certificate is 
issued to the contractor he must, if the archi- 
tect so requests, furnish reasonable proof that 
all nominated sub-contractors’ accounts in- 
cluded in previous certificates have been met. 
In default the employer may (not must) pay 
such accounts direct to the sub-contractor on 
a certificate of the architect, and deduct any 
amount so paid from any sums payable to the 
contractor. 

‘The concluding words of Suk-clause (b) of 
Clause 15 of the 1931 Form, to the effect that 
the exercise of the above-mentioned power is 
not to create privity of contract as between 
employer and sub-contractor, are omitted, 
being replaced by Sub-clause (e) below. ] 

Sub-clause (d), of Clause 21, reproduces, 
with changes in drafting, Clause 15 (c) of 
the 1931 Form. It provides that should the 
architect desire to secure final payment to 
any nominated sub-contractor before final 
payment is due to the contractor, and the 
sub-contractor has satisfactorily indemnified 
the contractor against any latent defects, the 
architect may, by a certificate under Clause 
<4, include an amount to cover the final pay- 
ment. The contractor must then pay to the 
sub-contractor the amount so certified, less 
only a cash discount of 24 per cent., and the 
limit of retention money named in Clause 24 
and/or the appendix shall be reduced in 
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proportion to the amount so certified. If 
this is done, the contractor is discharged 
from all liability for work or materials 
covered by the certificate. 


Sub-clause (e) of Clause 21 replaces part 
of sub-clause (6) of Clause 15 of the 1931 
Form. It provides that ‘‘ neither the exist- 
ence, nor the exercise of the foregoing 
powers, nor anything else contained in thesé 
conditions shall render the employer in any 
way liable to any nominated sub-contractor.”’ 


The implication is the same in both the 
1951 and 1939 Form, i.e., no privity of con- 
tract is created by the exercise of the powers 
contained by this clause between employer 
and sub-contractor, nor is the employer at 
any time compelled to pay the sub-contractor 
direct even if the architect in fact certifies 
direct to the sub-contractor. 


Sub-clause (f) of Clause 21 replaces, with 
slight alterations, Clause 24 (d) of the 1931 
Form and provides that where the contrac- 
tor under the contract, in the ordinary 
course of his business, directly carries out 
works for which prime cost or provisional 
sums are included in the bills of quantities 
(or specification, in the Form where bills of 
quantities do not form part of the contract), 
and where items of such works are set out 
in the appendix and the architect is prepared 
to receive tenders from the contractor for 
such items, the contractor is to be permitted 
to tender for any or all of the items, with- 
out prejudice to the employer’s right to reject 
the lowest or any tender. The conclusion of 
this sub-clause, to the effect that if the con- 
tractor’s tender is accepted he must not sub- 
let the work without the architect’s consent, 
is not in the 1931 Form. 


Clause 22 (Nominated Suppliers).—This 
clause replaces Clause 24 (a) of the 1931 
Form, and in the redrafting has introduced 
a new term, ‘‘ nominated suppliers.’’ They 
are specialists, merchants, tradesmen or 
others who have been nominated or selected 
by the architect to supply (but not fix) 
materials or goods in connection with the 
contract works (Sub-clause (b)). 


Clause 22 provides that where prime cost 
or provisional sums are included in the bills 
of quantities in respect to any materials or 
goods to be fixed by the contractor, (a) these 
sums are to be deemed to include 5 per cent. 
cash discount; and by prime cost or “ p.c.”’ 
is meant the net cost to be defrayed as a 
prime cost, or to be defrayed from the pro- 
visional sums (as the case may be) after de- 
ducting any trade or other discount except 
a cash discount of 5 per cent. The sums are 
also to include the cost of packing and de- 
livery. But where, in the opinion of the 
architect, the contractor has incurred expense 
for special packing or special carriage, the 
architect (or surveyor, if one is employed) is 
to allow for the same as part of the sums 
actually paid by the contractor. By Sub- 
clause (4) all payments by the contractor for 
materials and goods must be in full, and 
paid within 30 days of the end of the month 
during which delivery is made, less only a 
cash discount of 5 per cent. if so paid. The 
contractor is not bound to place an order for 
the supply of materials or goods with a 
nominated supplier who will not allow 5 per 
cent. discount for cash. Sub-clause (6) of 
Clause 24 of the 1931 Form relating to the 
adjustment of the above sums is replaced by 
Clause 24 (e) of the new Form, to be con- 
sidered later. 

Clause 23 (Artists and Tradesmen).—This 
clause replaces Clause 24 (c) of the 1931 
Form, which provided that the contractor 
must permit the execution of work by artists 
and tradesmen engaged by the employer who 
are not nominated sub-contractors. The new 
clause is to the same effect, but further pro- 
vides that every such person (i.e., not a 
nominated sub-contractor, but engaged by the 
employer) is, for the purposes of Clause 14 
(Injury to persons and property—see Article 
VI), to be deemed to be a person for whom 
the employer is responsible, and not to be a 
sub-contractor.

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SCIENTIFIC DISCOVERY 
AND PHYSICAL PLANNING 


SCHOOL OF PLANNING AND RESEARCH 
DISCUSSION. 


Some remarks on architecture’s part in 
physical planning were made by speakers 
at a recent “Open Forum” meeting of 
the School of Planning and Research for 
National Development, 7, Bedford-square, 
London, W.C.1. 

The subject under discussion was 
“The Influence on Scientific Discovery 
of Developments in Physical Planning.’’ 

Proressor J. D. Bernat, M.A., F.R.S., 
Professor of Physics, Birkbeck College, 
opening the discussion, said: 

“The first point to make is to try to get 
some idea of the difference between what I 
can call actual concrete planning and re- 
search. I think there is a fundamental dif- 
ference, although obviously the two are 
closely tied together. 

“In actual planning you are concerned in 
solving a particular problem along certain 
definite paths. You have a certain number 
of requirements which have to be met, and 
a certain number of known methods for 
meeting those requirements separately. The 
problem becomes the solution of some system 
of equations. It is something which requires 
more than the application of rules. Research 
is the extension of this in two directions : 
(1) of finding more accurately what the prob- 
lem is, 1.e., research into the actual needs; 
and (2) research into the extension of con- 
ventional means for satisfying those needs. 

** What I have in mind is a general survey 
of human needs, with the necessary research. 
I am not speaking merely of the so-called 
physical material needs of food and drink, 
but also of social needs, such as communica- 
tions and transport. What we need is a 
survey which will be comprehensive and yet 
fully detailed.”’ 

Continuing, the speaker said that, talking 
recently to architects, he did put forward 
what he saw now was a somewhat limited 
idea—that of an Architectural Research 
Council to research into the problems of 
architecture. To be really effective the 
Council would have to be well subsidised. 
He thought now that it would be useful to 
consider this, not so much in itself, but as 
part of a general scheme. 

Mr. W. F. B. Lovett, B.A., A.R.I.B.A., 
M.T.P.I., City Planning Officer, Corporation 
of the City of London, said that one of the 
biggest difficulties which they, as planners, 
were faced with in regard to science, was the 
volume of inventions arising from scientific 
research. Every year some tens of thousands 
of patents were registered, and it was im- 
portant to discern which might immediately 
or ultimately produce some fundamental 
effect on human habits or convenience. 

Mr. Epwarp J. Carter, B.A., A.R.I.B.A., 
Librarian-Editor, R.I.B.A., said: ‘* There 
are very few architects who have any claim 
to consider themselves scientists, or who 
have even any general understanding of 
scientific theses, and the lines on which 
modern scientists are working. 

‘*In architecture we are constantly being 
told that the architect is there to build, that 
he has to stick to his job, and that the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research is there to help him and to feed 
him with material. Most architects have no 
time to become anything other than routine 
builders. In all schools of contemporary 
building you see preposterous mistakes being 
made simply through lack of understanding: 

*‘In recent years I have been concerned 
with an attempt to provide a sort of archi- 
tectural Research Council, but all along we 
have had to face the difficulty of getting the 
idea across to the leaders of the building 
industry who have no appreciation of the 
broad architectural issue. 

‘“We should provide architecture and 
planning with its National Research Council 
—something which extends beyond the limits 
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of what is normally understood by the 
phrase ‘ building science.’ £200,000 is the 
figure which has been stated as the minimum 
annual sum required for a proper Architec- 
tural Scientific Research Council, but an 
immediate step forward could be made by 
the existence in England of a body of 
people whose chief qualification would~ be 
that sense of the needs that Professor Bernal 
has talked of to-night—a body of about 
fifteen people who would meet once a month 
and constantly call in review the whole 
needs of architecture. They could work on 
a basis of voluntary service or fees ye to 
but one or two first-rate technical officers 
who could educate the public would be 
essential.”’ 

Concluding the discussion, Dr. G. W. C. 
Kaye, 0.B.E., M.A., D.Sc., who presided, 
said that as one who occupied a position in 
the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research, he noted that the discussion 
had led to a proposal that architecture and 
planning should be brought into greater con- 
tact with scientific methods. He was confi- 
dent that they would all benefit by such an 
interchange of ideas. 


IN PARLIAMENT 


Rent and Mortgage Restrictions Act. 

Among the large number of emergency Acts 
passed by the Government over the week-end 
was the Rent and Mortgage Interest Restric- 
tions Act, which, as explained by Mr. Exxyror, 
the Minister of Health, continues under con- 
trol houses at present under control, and pro- 
vides that there shall be no deconirol of such 
houses by the landlord obtaining vacant 
possession. In addition, the measureextends the 
same form of control to all houses except those 
which, in April, 1939, had a rateable value 
exceeding £100 in the Metropolitan Police 
District, and £75 elsewhere in England and 
Wales, and £90 in Scotland. The limits of 
rateable value are so high as to ensure that 
only a small minority of houses will be out 
of control. The Act covers 98 per cent. of the 
housing accommodation of the country. 

The Landlord and Tenant (War Damage) 
Act modifies the rights and liabilities of land- 
lords, tenants and other persons interested in 
land damaged by war. 

The Housing (Emergency Powers) Act em- 
powers local authorities to make fit for hous- 
ing purposes buildings —— by war. Mr. 
E.uiot explained that the Act had been the 
subject of a circular which had been sent 
round to all local authorities. Roughly speak- 
ing, said the Minister, there was a general 
duty on local authorities now to keep in 
review the supply of working-class houses, 
and the Act extended the duty not only ‘to see 
that there were such houses, but that they 
were kept habitable. It provided also for 
emergency repairs; for the financing of those 
emergency repairs; that local authorities 
might go ahead and carry out the work unless 
the owner was able to do so; that the local 
authority was advanced the money by the 
Ministry; that the local authority was not 
asked to pay any interest on the money or to 
repay any part of the capital until after the 
end of the war, and that no demand for re- 
payment was made on that person at whose 
expense, so to speak, the repair was being 
done, but that repair was a charge against 
the property, and was to be repaid at the end 
of the emergency. 

The Essential Buildings and Plant (Repair 
of War Damage) Act provides for the repair 
of buildings used for purposes essential to the 
welfare of the civil population, and the. rein- 
statement of the plant of undertakings carried 
on for such purposes, where the buildings or 
plant are damaged by war.

Dampness in Bungalow. 
[Answers To ‘FE. D.,”’ September 1.] 
Sir,—The presence of salt in any of the 

materials used in the wall would cause the 
dampness, but this is unlikely, as only one 
wall is affected, and the control of building 
materials is such that this impurity is gener- 
ally avoided. Dampness can travel long dis- 
tances in the interior of walls, and in the 
present case it may be entering at some point 
away from the wall in question and being 
drawn out at that point by the heat. Or it 
may be condensational dampness due to 
imperfect air circulation. If moisture is not 
entering from the outside, a coat of internal 
waterproofer applied to the inside of the wall 
would give an improvement unless condensa- 
tion is the cause, which can only be remedied 
by better air circulation. W. E. W.

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EXTERNAL APPEARANCE 
OF RURAL BUILDINGS 


A C.P.R.E. MEMORANDUM. 

THe Council for the Preservation o° 
Rural England has issued a memorandur: 
for the instruction of architect members 
of the advisory panels, set up over fiv 
years ago under the joint auspices of th 
R.I.B.A., the Council and the Institute o/ 
Builders, to assist local authorities i» 
their control of the size, height, design, 
and external appearance of building: 
under the Town and Country Plannin 
Act. The primary object of the panel: 
is to promote good design and preven: 
poor and unsightly building. 

The memorandum states that it is nc 
the function of an advisory panel to b» 
an arbiter as between one architectura! 
style and another, or to pronounce on 
matters of detail about which professional 
men are bound to hold widely-varyinz 
views. The panel’s function is essentially 
to prevent the erection of buildings, 
chiefly small houses, which would dis- 
figure an urban background or country 
landscape. ‘‘ There is such a large field 
open,” it says, ‘“‘for improvement of 
standards, and for education of the specu- 
lative builder and the house-purchasinz 
public, as to afford ample scope for the 
operations of the panels without their 
being involved in controversies between 
one school of architectural design and 
another.”’ Once that is understood, the 
Memorandum continues, it should not be 
assumed that a panel should feel pre- 
cluded from expressing an opinion on 
plans submitted by architects, as well as 
by builders, but only that in so doing they 
should be guided solely by the suitability 
or otherwise of the design for a particular 
site or locality. It would be a mistaken 
policy—which would certainly entail ad- 
verse comment—if the panel only reviewed 
plans submitted by builders. 

Another point on which, according io 
the memorandum, the panel should be 
clear, is that it is not their function to re- 
design proposals submitted. They should 
give directions as to what amendments 
are necessary, illustrating these, if need 
be, by rough sketches; but if the design is 
so poor as to be incapable of amendment 
without fundamental alteration, then the 
panel’s recommendations to the council 
must be that new plans should be sub- 
mitted on the lines indicated. The plan- 
ning officer, or council official, who com- 
municates the council’s decision to the 
submitter of the plans, can often perform 
a useful service by suggesting to a builder 
that he should engage an architect to pre- 
pare proper plans for him that will be 
likely to satisfy the requirements of thc 
panel, instead of merely re-submitting a 
slightly altered version of his own. 

“It is very desirable,” adds the memor- 
andum, “ that, when a plan has been su)- 
mitted by, or bears the name of, an archi- 
tect, and has been referred to a panel ly 
the planning authority, any objection .o 
or criticism of the design by the panel 
should, subject to the permission of the 
planning authority, be communicated ‘o 
the architect concerned before the autho- 
rity makes its decision.”

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LAW REPORT 


QUESTION UNDER HOUSING ACT, 1936. 
ORDER OF MINISTER OF HEALTH 
QUASHED. 

CouRT oF APPEAL. 
Before Lorps Justices MacKinnon and 
LuxMOORE and Mr. JustTicE HuMPHREYS. 


Re the Housing Act, 1936, and re the Ripon 
(Highfield) ne “an Order, 
1 


White and Collins v. Minister of Health. 

In this case the applicants, Messrs. White 
and Collins, as the owners of land and 
premises known as Highfield House, Ripon, 
Yorks, appealed from the judgment of Mr. 
Justice Charles in the King’s Bench Division 
dismissing their appeal against an order 
made by the Ripon Council for the compul- 
sory purchase of land belonging to the appli- 
cants for the purpose of the erection of 
houses. 

On behalf of the appellants it was stated 
that the area of the land in question was 
about 20 acres, and that the land formed 
part of a park or that it was required for 
the preservation of the amenities or conveni- 
ence of ‘‘ Highfield.’”” It was urged that 
there was no evidence on which the Minister 
of Health could come to the conclusion that 
the land in question was not land within the 
provisions of Section 75 of the Housing Act, 
1936, and the Court was asked to decide that 
the compulsory order should not have, in the 
circumstances, been made by the Council, and 
that the confirmatory order made by the 
Minister should consequently be quashed. 

For the Minister it was stated that the 
case raised a question of considerable impor- 
tance. In cases where fields were in the 
same ownership as an adjoining house and 
the Minister had decided as a question of 
fact that the fields were not a park or re- 
quired for the amenity or convenience of the 
house, many housing schemes would be held 
up if this could be controverted. The ques- 
tion for the Court was whether there was 
evidence on which the Minister could find 
as a fact that the land in question was not 
a park, 

Mr. Justice Charles, in the Court below, 
in the course of his judgment, said he was 
asked to quash the order on the ground that 
the land to be compulsorily purchased by the 
Council was part of a park and was there- 
fore exempt by reason of Section 75 of the 
Housing Act, 1936. The Minister had 
appointed an inspector to hold a local in- 
quiry, and after a complete examination of 
the evidence and the representations made, 
the Minister came to a conclusion which was 
one of fact, and which, in his Lordship’s 
opinion, it was not open to the Court to 
disturb. He accordingly dismissed the appeal 
with costs, and from this result Messrs. 
White and Collins now again appealed. 

Mr. R. M. Montgomery, K.C., and Mr. 
W. E. P. Done appeared in support of the 
appeal; and the _ Solicitor-General (Sir 
Terence O’Connor, K.C.) and Mr. Valentine 
Holmes represented the respondent, the 
Minister of Health. 

Lord Justice MacKinnon, in the course of 
delivering a considered judgment, said that 
Section 75 of the Housing Act, 1936, read 
as follows :— 

‘Nothing in this Act shall authorise the 

compulsory purchase of any land which 
forms part of any park, garden or pleasure 
ground, or is otherwise required for the 
amenity or convenience of any house.” 
_ At an inquiry by a Minister of Health 
inspector it was contended that the land in 
question was not attached to the house as a 
park or garden because it was let on a yearly 
tenancy for the grazing of cattle. 

The Oxford Dictionary defined a park as : 

“(1) An enclosed tract of land held by 
Royal grant or prescription for keeping 
beasts of the chase; 

““(2) Hence extended to a large ornamental 
plece of ground usually comprising woodland 
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and pasture attached to or surrounding a 
country house or mansion and used for 
recreation and often used for keeping deer, 
cattle or sheep.” 

If the Minister of Health accepted the 
contention that the land had ceased to be a 
park because it was let for grazing, that was 
manifestly an erroneous view. 

‘‘It is notorious,’’ said the Lord Justice, 
‘that hundreds of undoubted parks through- 
out the country are so let for grazing. I 
should not be surprised to hear that this 


obtains at Chatsworth, or Badminton, or - 


even in Windsor Great Park.” 

Continuing, the Lord Justice said that 
counsel for the Crown had impressed on the 
Court the importance of the duties of local 
authorities as to rehousing and had depre- 
cated interference with them. 

‘*T appreciate that importance,” said Lord 
Justice MacKinnon, ‘‘ but it must be subject 
to observance of the clear words of Section 
75. That section refers only to land which 
forms part of any park. There would be 
nothing to prevent the Ripon Council acquir- 
ing the whole of the Highfield property, in- 
cluding the house.”’ 

Lord Justice Luxmoore and Mr. Justice 
Humphreys concurred, and the appeal was 
accordingly allowed and the order of the 
Minister of Health quashed. 


CHARTERED SURVEYORS’

REVISION OF PROFESSIONAL 
EXAMINATIONS. 


THe Council of the Chartered Surveyors’ 
Institution announce the complete revision of 
the rules and syllabus of the examinations 
qualifying for professional membership of the 
Institution. 

The new proposals include a regrouping of 
the examination subjects to ensure three tests 
more evenly balanced than at present, and 
progressive in their scope and standard : the 
new examinations to be named respectively 
the First, Intermediate and Final Examina- 
tions; a legal syllabus addressed to those 
aspects of the law which a surveyor, as 
opposed to a lawyer, requires to know; the 
raising of the standard of the Outdoor 
Examination in Surveying and Levelling, and 
the decentralisation of the test to four centres 
in the provinces in England, in addition to 
the London, Scottish, Irish and overseas 
centres already established; a large measure 
of revision in the examination syllabus as a 
whole to bring it into line with modern de- 
velopments in practice and legislation; the 
remodelling of the Direct Fellowship Examina- 
tion with special emphasis on tests of com- 
petence for candidates established in practice, 
the examination in future to be distinct from 
the professional examinations of the Institu- 
tion, and held in alternate ears; and finally 
the revision of the rules of examination in a 
number of respects, notably in the require- 
ment that all candidates for the First 
Examination must have been, or have applied 
to be, enrolled as students of the Institution, 
and in the requirement that futvre candi- 
dates for the Final Examination must have 
been engaged in approved training for four 
years prior to sitting for the examination, of 
which period two years at least must have 
been spent in the office of a surveyor approved 
by the Council. 

The new rules of examination will come 
into force for the professional examinations to 
be held in 1941, and the revised syllabus in 
successive stages as follows: for the First 
Examination, 1941; for the Intermediate 
Examination, 1942: and for the Fina! Ex- 
amination, 1943. The revised Rules and 
Syllabus for the Professional Examinations 
and the revised Rules and Syllabus for the 
Women Housing Managers Certificate Ex- 
amination (also revised) are obtainable from 
12, Greab George-street, S.W.1, price 2s. and 
6d. respectively.

Fire-Fighting in Peace and War. By C. 
CuarK Ramsay. Jordan and _ Sons, 
Limited, Chancery-lane, E.C.4. Price 1s. 
net. 

The creation of the Auxiliary Fire Service 
and the obligations placed on employers by 
the new Civil Defence Act to train a propor- 
tion of their employees in fire-fighting have 
resulted in increased attention being given 
to this subject. 

This publication is not only a practical 
manual for A.F.S., air raid wardens and office 
and factory fire squads, but is also a useful 
handbook for householders. 

Standard apparatus is described and, what 
is equally important, the author shows how 
equipment can, in emergency, be improvised. 

There are eleven useful chapters covering 
equipment and uniforms, fire extinguishers, 
the working and maintenance of fire pumps, 
drill, useful knots, first aid, incendiary bombs, 
every-day fire accidents and how to deal with 
them, etc. The text is illustrated with photo- 
graphs, drawings and diagrams, 

Statistical Testing of Business-Cycle Theories. 
Volume I. A Method and its Application 
to Investment Activity. By J. TINBERGEN. 
Published for the League of Nations by 
Allen and Unwin. Price 3s. 6d. net. 

The Economic Intelligence Service of the 
League of Nations has published a volume 
entitled ‘‘ Statistical Testing of Business- 
Cycle Theories—a Method and its Applica- 
tion to Investment Activity,’ by Professor 
J. Tinbergen, which forms an introduction to 
the work which has since been begun and 
which is concerned with the statistical testing 
of the assumptions and propositions that are 
essential to the main business-cycle theories. 
The primary object of- the volume is to ex- 
plain the method which, subject to any sug- 
gestions that may be received, it is proposed 
to employ for the statistical testing of trade- 
cycle theories. The description of the method 
—known as multiple correlation analysis—is 
followed by three examples of its onalanion 
to economic phenomena. These examples re- 
late to fluctuations in total investment, resi- 
dential building, and net investment in rail- 
way rolling stock. The results obtained in 
the elaboration of these three examples, as 
the Director of the Economic Intelligence 
Service of the League of Nations remarks in 
a preface, must prove of interest to students 
of the trade cycle. They are, however, only 
incidental to the primary objects of M. Tin- 
bergen’s work, which are to explain the 
system of statistical analysis employed and 
to arouse discussion concerning it that may 
prove of value in the execution of the work.

Ma. J. P. Rave, F3..,.. AT... 
gave a lecture on “ Current Problems in 
Planning and Road Development” at a 
meeting of the Sheffield, South Yorkshire 
and District Society of Architects and 
Surveyors, held a short time ago at the 
University, Western Bank, Sheffield. 


Mr. Ruys began by saying: Since the 
beginning of the present century, indeed 
during the professional lifetime of many of 
us, the whole problem of development and 
the design of new roads has undergone 
dynamic changes. We live in the midst of 
changes which are still going on so far as 
planning and road development are con- 
cerned, but there is no clear division between 
one state of things and another. It is my 
duty to deal with current problems in this 
direction, and I have come to the conclusion 
that I must do it in three instalments. The 
first is general, affecting land whether in 
town or country, the second is the town 
problem, and the third is the country 
problem. 


The General Problem. 

‘I'he speaker went on to make brief refer- 
ence to the relevant Acts of Parliament, and 
mentioned the Public Health (Buildings in 
Streets) Act, 1888; the Public Health Act, 
1925; the Roads Improvement Act, 1925; and, 
lastly, the Restriction of Ribbon Develop- 
ment Act, 1935, with the Trunk Roads Act, 
1936. 

Both the Ribbon Act and the Town and 
Country Planning Act, continued the 
speaker, enable the responsible authorities 
to require the provision without compensa- 
tion of loading bays to business and indus- 
trial buildings. As a condition of approving 
plans submitted under the by-laws or under 
town planning the local authority may re- 
quire provision and maintenance of entrance 
and egress, loading or unloading or fuelling 
accommodation unless they are satisfied that 
the building concerned is not likely to in- 
crease vehicular traffic or that satisfactory 
arrangements will be made for limiting inter- 
ference with traffic. There is a right of 
appeal to a court of summary jurisdiction and 
therefrom to Quarter Sessions, and this in- 
cludes the right to ask for an order appor- 
tioning a share of the expense of complying 
with the authority’s requirements on other 
persons having an interest in the building. 
This section applies to any building of not 
less than 250, cubic feet content and to 
any place of public resort, refreshment house, 
coach station, petrol station or commercial 
garage. 

The Ribbon Act empowers highway 
authorities to purchase either by agreement 
or compulsorily any land within 220 yards 
from the centre of any road for road con- 
struction, or improvement, or for preventing 
the erection of buildings detrimental to the 
view from the road. 


By agreement only the authority can buy, 
under the Ribbon Act, any land adjacent to 
a road for the purpose of preserving ameni- 
ties including prevention of erection of build- 
ings detrimental to the view from the road. 
Except for road construction or improvement, 
the authority cannot purchase any land com- 
pulsorily which forms part of a park, garden, 
pleasure ground or home farm, or which is 
subject to a Section 34 agreement under the 
Planning Act, and is required to be retained 
as such. 

If consent is refused under the Ribbon Act, 
or the authority imposes conditions on a 
consent, you can appeal to the Minister of 
Transport. Where some town planning point 
is also concerned it is important to appeal 
both under the Planning Act and the Ribbon 
Act. In the case of an application for means 
of access for agricultural purposes, only 
such conditions as will ensure that the access 


continues to be used for agricultural purposes 
~~ be imposed. 
he speaker went on: ‘‘ Now for a few 

general observations. Firstly, I think that 
those of us who are in practice do well. to 
think sometimes of the difficulties confronting 
the authority’s surveyors and I always hope 
they will do likewise with us. This hope 
is a yg realised in my experience. 
Secondly, I should like to draw your atten- 
tion to the truly extraordinary position under 
both the Town Planning and the Ribbon Acts 
—I am not complaining, for it might be 
worse—arising on submission of plans, viz., 
that you must not put in the best plan you 
can make if any question of compensation is 
likely to arise, and you must not listen to the 
good advice and kindly suggestions of the 
authority as to modifying a plan until you 
have secured your rights to compensation. 
Sometimes the eagerness of clients to get on 
with the job must even be restrained if you 
are to do your best for them in the long run. 
Thirdly, both Acts have already produced 
results which justify us in supporting them, 
even though we look after our own interests. 

** The ‘ Review of Decisions ’ issued by the 
Minister of Transport makes interesting 
reading. The majority of decisions dealt 
with have been in respect of well-planned 
development, but in some cases he has dis- 
missed _— where he held that the pro- 
posed development would injure the amenities. 
Another point is that on the justices deciding 
on facts that restrictions have been contra- 
vened, there is still a right of appeal to the 
Minister on grounds of reasonableness as well 
as to quarter sessions.”’ 

The speaker then gave the following short 
list where appeals had been dismissed :— 

(1) Business development in a residential 


open space ; 

3) Development of land considered ursuit- 
able on grounds of danger to or injury to 
health or excessive cost of public services : 

(4) Development alongside a highway instead 
of grouped ; 

(5) Sporadic building where adequate land is 

- zoned for development ; 

(6) Erection of buildings in front of build- 
ing or improvement line ; 

(7) Building which would prejudice the local 
authority’s proposals for a new road; 

(8) Building which would restrict visibility 
or where visibility is already restricted ; 

(9) Where vehicles would have to reverse on 
to the highway because inadequate turn- 
ing space exists in the proposed premises ; 

(10) Where alternative access is available. 


The Town Problem. 

The speaker continued: This is increasing 
in importance as redevelopment proceeds. 
One point is density for rebuilding: should 
one apply density of houses per acre in towns 
or control it by height and proportion of site 
coverage only? In London the London County 
Council are trying to apply a lateral! angle to 
walls which are not imperforate walls; as 
one who deals fairly considerably with rights 
of light and compensation, for interference 
with them it seems to me a very important 
innovation. Another point is street widen- 
ings; one-way traffic has begun to make us 
doubt the desirability of spending large sums 
on compensation. Again, service roads and 
traffic bays—to what extent are these desir- 
able and what is the effect on a good shopping 
centre of increasing the width of the high- 
way’? Is the effect really worth the cost? 
So far, road widenings and street widenings 
have been excluded from the London planning 
schemes, and in other towns I find discussions 
going on as to the desirability of dealing with 
these matters under the Ribbon Act instead 
of under planning. 

In some districts a good deal of activity in 
seeking release of land from restrictions under 
the Law of Property Act and the Housing Act 


area ; 
(2) Development of land reserved as a public 
( 
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is evident, but when one considers the pro- 
visions of a planning scheme it is evident thai 
new restrictions are being imposed which wii! 
have a very big effect on values, and on: 
ought really to endeavour to see them from 
this angle. I sometimes wonder how easy or 
difficult it is going to be to get a planning 
scheme amended when some of its restric- 
tions have become obsolete. Those of us wh» 
have tried to solve the problem of where sho» 
development is going to break out know hovw 
difficult it is to forecast the future and how 
often are the prophets confounded. 


The Country Problem. 

The main point here at present is the new 
rural zone approved by the Minister cf 
Health. The principle on which rural plar- 
ning schemes have been prepared is that of 
village nuclei, with surrounding belts of low 
density, deferred areas and a rural zone where 
development is not anticipated and where ‘t 
is to be discouraged. When you come to deal 
with a particular property it is most difficu't 
to decide in your own mind what the proper 
zoning is, yet zoned it must be. Some of us 
had a strong leaning towards plain deferred 
without density or character, that is, a zone 
in which general development cannot take 
place tntil a general development order comes 
into force. This idea seems less binding than 
the rural zone and less absurd than, say, 100 
acres of farm zoned at four houses to the 
acre all over. 

Then, as regards ribbon development, is thie 
proper function of control to create a wider 
ribbon with service roads on each side of the 
main road? Incidentally, I find that some 
county road engineers press for uniform 
widening of all country roads below classifica- 
tion standard to 40 ft., with a 40 ft. building 
line on either side, the idea being to allow 
space for service roads if development ever 
comes that way. What is more, they not 
only want these roads, but also the main 
roads, put in Part II of Table A of the Model 
Clauses, so that the frontagers will be liable 
for making up to by-law standard if and when 
the road is widened. The view of the 
Minister is that development is not well 
planned if it is parallel to an important road 
and there is no provision off the road for the 
vehicles calling at buildings. There seems to 
be a clear case for compensation if the owner 
suffers damage, and in one or two cases 
recently the Official Arbitrator has awarded 
compensation. But if an owner prefers to 
develop parallel instead of at right angles, 
what is the relation between the loss of land 
and cost of road-making in respect of a service 
road instead of one at right angles to the 
highway? 

Concluding, the speaker said: ‘ Parking 
places have come to be recognised as an essen- 
tial feature where a building is erected to 
which numbers of motorists will have access. 
Motorists will approve of this provision what- 
ever may be the view of landowners, and it 
must be borne in mind that in some situations 
licensed premises with proper parking space 
like garages and service stations with a proper 
draw-in on the level have a trading advantaze 
over those without.’’

It will be obvious that the ordinary 
torch type of hand-lamp would not be suitable 
for use in such conditions, as no means are 
provided for preventing the light rays being 
directed upwards. The specification which 
has just been issued requires that the design 
of the hand-lamp shall be such that the light 
emitted is properly directed and screened.
